"The  within  family  record  of  the  Sherfey  family  in  the  United  States  was 
gathered  through  the  efforts — travel  and  correspondence — of  William  Emory 
Sherfey  of  Council  Grove,  Kansas,  a  great  grandson  of  the  original  progenitor 
of  the  name  in  America,  Kaspar  Scherffig  who  came  to  the  United  States  in 
A.  D.  1751."

This  record  contains  around  2500  names  of  Kaspar  Schorffig’s  descend¬ 
ants  while  the  original  contained  about  600. 
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KASPAR  SCHERFFIG 


KASPAR  SCHERFFIG^,  the  original  progenitor  of  the  nomo  in  America,  was 
born  March  13,  1735 ,  in  Germany  and  sailed  from  Rotterdam,  Holland,  arriving 
at  the  port  of  Philadelphia,  Penna.,  on  September  14,  1751?  on  the  ship  Duke 
of  Bedford,  Captain  Jefferson.  He  signed  bis  c-vn  name  in  the  list  of  passen¬ 
gers,  among  whom  were  nine  Roman  Catholics  and  120  Calvinists  in  the  list  of 
260  passengers.  This  account  is  found  in  the  Archives  of  Pennsylvania;  none 
other  of  the  name  appears  on  the  said  list. 

On  December  13,  he  married  Magdalena  Heilman  who  was  born  in  this  country 
of  German  parentage.  They  resided  on  a  farm  on  Meadow  Branch,  a  tributary  of 
Big  Pipe  Creek,  in  Frederick^  County  Maryland.  To  them  were  hern  fifteen 
children,  eight  sons  and  seven  daughters,  five  of  whom  died  in  infancy.  Five 
sons  and  five  daughters  lived  and  married.  Their  family  record,  written  by 
Kaspar  Scherffig  in  German,  is  found  in  their  old  family  BibleP  *  *  *  *  *  *  * 
Kaspar  and  Magdalena  Scherffig  were  Dunkers4  in  religion,  followers  of  Alex¬ 
ander  Mack  who  camo  to  America  about  1745  and  was  soon  followed  by  his  band 
of  co-religionists  who  came  to  America  on  account  of  religious  persecution. 
Kaspar  Scherffig  was  one  of  this  band  ********** 

Kaspar  and  Magdalena  roared  their  children  in  the  Christian  faith  and 
down  to  the  fourth  generation  are  found  a  number  of  their  descendants  in  the 
Ministry  preaching  the  Gospel  of  a  risen  Christ  and  adhering  to  the  Dunkor 
faith. 


As  to  the  birth  place  of  Kaspar  Scherffig  our  traditions  are  at  fault, 
but  it  is  believed  to  bo  Saxony  as  ho  was  a  follower  of  Alexander  Mack  to 
Holland . 

This  venerable  couple  lie  buried  in  the  Pipe  Creek  Dunkard  burying 
ground  adjoining  their  Meeting  House,  some  seven  miles  southeast  of  York  Road 
(Bruceville  Station)  on  the  Western  Maryland  Railroad  in  Frederick  County 
Maryland.  A  very  nicely  engraved  slab  of  slate  stone  marks  the  grave  of  Mag¬ 
dalena  Scherffig  and  by  her  side  is  an  unmarked  grave  supposed  to  be  that  of 
her  husband,  Kaspar,  and  on  tho  opposite  side  are  the  graves  of  their  young¬ 
est  daughter  and  her  husband,  Elizabeth  and  James  Cornell.  The  inscription

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THE  KASPAR  SCHERFFIG  BIBLE 


This  is  a  copy  of  the  foreword  prepared  by  my  grandfather,  William  Emory 
Sherfey,  and  written  by  him  in  longhand  on  letterheads  from  The  Burlington 
Lumber  Company  of  Burlington,  Iowa  and  carrying  the  date  188- .  It  is  pasted 
in  the  front  of  the  Bible.  Also  pasted  in  the  front  of  the  Bible  is  a  copy 
of  "Grace  and  Truth”,  a  program  from  the  Congregational  Church  in  Burlington, 
Iowa  dated  1889  in  which  the  "Bible  of  1776”  is  listed  under  the  heading  of 
"Exhibition  of  Relics”. 

FIRST  BIBLE  PRINTED  IN  AMERICA  1743 


First  Edition  was  printed  A.  D.  1743 ,  the  Second  Edition  1763,  and  the 
Third  Edition  in  1776.  This  Bible  is  of  the  Third  Edition. 

Christopher  Saur  printed  the  three  editions  of  this  Bible.  He  was  an¬ 
xious  that  his  people  should  have  the  Bible  and  he  set  about  this  great  work 
under  adverse  conditions.  From  his  friend  Dr.  H.  E.  Luther  of  Frankfort, 

Germany  he  received  a  font  of  type  and  then  made  the  balance  of  the  type  used 
in  printing  himself,  ho  also  manufactured  the  paper  and  ink  used  in  the  Bibles. 
After  the  Bibles  of  1743  were  completed,  it  being  the  first  Bible  printed  in 
America  and  in  a  European  language,  Brother  Saur  remembered  his  friend  Dr. 

Luther  in  Frankfort-on-the-Main  in  Germany.  He  bound  twelve  copies  in  a  sub¬ 
stantial  manner  and  sent  them  on  December  5,  1743  to  Germany,  by  the  ship 
Queen  Mary  of  Hungary,  but  the  vessel  was  attached  by  pirates  near  St.  Malo. 

The  cargo  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  pirates,  but  after  two  years  reached  Dr. 
Luther  and  came  into  his  possession.  He  presented  copies  to  friends  in  Ger¬ 
many,  There  are  25  copies  known  in  the  United  States  and  12  in  Europe.  The 
edition  of  1743  is  very  valuable.  The  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  has 
one  copy. 

The  second  edition  of  this  Bible  was  printed  A,  D.  1763,  also  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Brethren  (Dunker)  Church  and  was  printed  in  the  German  lan¬ 
guage  and  was  distributed  among  them. 

Kaspar  Scherffig's  Bible  is  a  copy  of  Christopher  Saur’s  Germantown 
Bible  of  1776,  It  was  published  under  tho  auspices  of  the  society  of  the 
Brethren  or  Dunkers.  The  sheets  were  printed  in  1776,  but  on  account  of  the 
unsettled  state  of  affairs  at  that  time,  owing  to  the  Revolutionary  War,  the 
books  were  not  bound  and  issued  that  year.  In  the  spring  of  1777  the  British 
General,  Howe,  landed  an  army  of  16,000  men  near  Germantown,  and  for  over  a 
year  this  vicinity  was  one  of  the  chief  seats  of  the  war.  The  battle  of  Bran¬ 
dywine  was  fought  in  that  vicinity  September  11th.  and  the  Battle  of  German¬ 
town,  October  4,  1776.  During  the  bitter  following  winter,  the  American  troups 
were  encamped  at  Valley  Forge  in  the  same  neighborhood.  When  the  British 
troops  were  advancing  on  Germantown  in  1777,  the  printed  sheets  of  this  edi¬ 
tion  of  the  Bible  were  taken  from  the  printing-house  and  stored,  for  greater 
safety,  in  the  loft  of  the  Dunker  Church.  Unfortunately,  however,  the  British 
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Cavalry  upon  entering  and  taking  possession  of  thd  town,  occupied  tho  church 
for  a  stablo  and  barracks «  During  this  occupancy,  quantities  of',  the  printed 
sheets  were  thrown  down  from  toe  loft  and  used  for  bedding  for  the  horses. 
For  some  reason,  probably  at  toe  soliciuatisn  of  friends  of  the  society,  tho 
British  withdrew  their  horses  and  soluiers  from  the  ch'orch,  after  having  oc¬ 
cupied  it  for  about  two  weeks. 


The  aged  Rev.  Alexander  Mack,  tho  founder  of  the  Lunker  denomination, 
then  took  possession  of  these  printed  sheets 'and  superintended  the  work  of 
assorting  them  and  arranging  them  for  the  binder.  To  make  as  many  complete 
volumes  as  possible,  and  to  recover  missing  leaves,  the  sheets  were  gathered 
even  from  the  stalls,  and  in  somo  copies  of  the  book  can  bo  found  pages  with 
the  imprint  of  the  horses  hoofs  in  plain  relief.  The  book  itself  is  printed 
in  the  German  language  and  is  a  reproduction  of  tho  translation  that  Martin 
Luther  made  in  1525 0  The  matter  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  is  the  same  as 
the  King  James  translation.  The  Apocrypha  of  this  Eible, however,  contains 
several  books  not  found  in  tho  King  Junes  translation.  This  Bible  was  print¬ 
ed  before  any  English  Bible  was  printed  in  America,  and  is  a  copy  of  tho 
third  edition.  We  translate  the  first  sentence  of  the  editors  preface — 


"Dear  reader,  The  Holy  Scriptures,  called  the  Bible,  now  ap¬ 
pears  for  the  third  time  in  public  print  in  this  American  conti¬ 
nent  in  the  High  Germs n  tongue,  to  the  glory  of  the  German  nation, 
in  that  no  other  nation  can  show  that  in  its  tongue,  has  the  Bible 
been  printed  in  this  continent," 

The  sect  of  Bunkers  under  whose  auspices  this  Bible  was  published,  was 
founded  by  Alexander  Mack  in  a  hamlet  of  Saxony  in  1708.  He  and  his  little 
congregation  were  soon  driven  from  Germany  on  account  of  their  religion  ar.d 
they  took  up  their  abode  in  Holland,  a  freer  country.  A  few  members  emi¬ 
grated  thence  to  Pennsylvania  as  early  as  1720,  and  in  1745  Alexander  Mack 
with  the  majority  of  the  three  congregations  then  existing  in  the  Nether¬ 
lands,  sailed  for  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania.  The  remnant  emigrated  during 
the  next  ten  years. 

The  Dunkers  are  by  some  called  German  Baptists  on  account  of  a  partial 
resemblance  in  their  modo  of  baptism,  which  consists  in  pitching  the  candi¬ 
date,  head  foremost,  from  a  kneeling  posture,  into  a  natural  stream  or?  body 
of  water  in  the  open  air.  Hence  tho  name  Dunkor  which  is  derived  from  a 
Dutch  word  meaning  to  tumble  or  dive.  They  call  themselves  "The  Brethren" 
from  tho  words  of  Christ,  "All  yc  are  Brethren."  In  their  religious  cere¬ 
monies  they  follow  strictly  what  they  suppose  to  bo  the  methods  of  Christ 
and  the  Desciples. 

Tho  original  owner  of  this  Bible  was  Kaspar  Scherffig,  which  surname 
his  family  Anglicized  into  Shcrf cy. 

Ho  camo  to  this  country  in  1751  on  the  ship  Duke  of  Bedford,  following 
the  main  body  of  Dunkers  who  came  in  1745.  Ho  was  a  lad  of  sixteen  when  he 
arrived.,  On  the  back  fly-loaf  of  tho  Bible  is  Kaspar  Scherffig’ s  family 
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record  written  in  German  by  his  own  hand.  The  record  translated  begins  as 
follows : 

n0n  December  13th,  1758  I  was  married,  I  was  23  years  Months  old, 
Magdalena  was  20  years  5  months  old,”  Then  follow  the  names  and  dates  of 
birth  of  fifteen  children.  The  oldest  was  born  in  1759,  the  youngest  in 
1777.  The  names  of  the  children  were  mostly  Biblical.  Kaspar  Scherffig’s 
descendants  live  mostly  in  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Virginia,  North  Carolina, 
and  Tennessee.  His  own  farm  and  residence  was  near  Taneytown,  Maryland. 

From  what  is  known  of  some  branches  of  the  family  it  is  estimated  that  his 
direct  descendants  number  over  2,000  at  present.  There  are  living  now  in 
Burlington,  Iowa  two  of  his  great  grandchildren,  eight  great-great-grand¬ 
children  and  six  great-great-great-grandchildren. 

This  family  Bible  has  been  in  the  Sherfey  family  ever  since  its  publics 
tion  in  1776.  First  owned  by  Kaspar  Scherffig,  whose  family  record  may  be 
seen  on  a  fly-leaf  in  the  back,  this  Bible  passed  to  his  youngest  child, - 
Joshua  Sherfey  in  1817,  thence  to  his  nephew  Solomon  Sherfey  in  1859,  thence 
to  his  youngest  son  William  Emory  Sherfey  in  1876,  and  thence  to  his  son, 
Solomon  Rand  Sherfey  in  1920.

It  is  my  will  and  pleasure  that  my  personal  Estate  bo  appraised  and  that  my 
wife  have  the  third  of  it  and  the  remainder  be  divided  equally  amongst  my 
children  as  they  come  of  Age  except  the  above  mentioned  five  pounds  which 
my  son  John  is  to  have  more  than  the  rest  Fourthly  it  is  my  will  and  pleas¬ 
ure  that  my  wife  Magdalena  do  remain  on  the  plantation  and  have  use  and  bene¬ 
fit  of  it  wholly  to  herself  as  long  as  she  lives  and  then  it  is  to  be  sold 
by  my  Executors  and  divided  equally  among  the  children  that  is  to  say  my 
sons  John,  Abraham,  Jacob,  Benjamin,  and  Joshua  and  my  daughters  Phoebe, 
Catherine,  Maria,  Rebecca  and  Elizabeth  but  if  my  said  wife  shall  marry  again 
then  the  plantation  is  to  be  sold  and  she  is  to  have  no  more  than  a  childs 
share  And  it  shall  be  divided  equally  amongst  my  said  wife  and  children  and 
I  do  constitute  make  and  ordain  Michael  Ffoutz  and  Abraham  Crunfcecker  the 
sole  Executors  of  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  And  I  do  hereby  utterly 
disallow  and  revoke  all  former  Testaments  Wills  Legacies  and  Executors  rati¬ 
fying  and  confirming  this  and  no  other  to  be  my  last  Will  and  Testament. 

In  witness  Wherof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  fourteenth 
day  of  January  In  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty 
three.

This  family  record  is  written  on  a  flyleaf  in  the  Bible  and  remains 
very  clear  and  distinfct  to  this  day,  I  have  affixed  an  "X"  follow¬ 
ing  the  names  of  the  five  who  died  in  infancy.  The  remaining  ten, 
survived  and  married — 5sons  and  5  daughters.  KASPAR  AND  MAGDALENA 
resided  on  a  farm  in  Frederic k3  County,  Maryland  where  their  chil¬ 
dren  were  born.  They  lie  buried  in  "Pipe  Creek"  Cemetery  at  their 
Meeting  House,  known  by  that  name.

"Abrahan  Sherfy  Sr,  nade  his  will  May  28,  1812  which  stated  that 
he  was  the  son  of  Casper  and  Magdalena  Sherfig.  His  wife's  name 
was  Anna  and  one  of  the  witnesses  to  the  will  was  Joseph  Gary,  a 
brother-in-law  and  fron  the  state  of  Tennessee.  This  will  pro¬ 
vided.  that  the  children  under  age  shall  be  bound  out  by  Elders 
or  Ministers  of  our  Baptist  Church;  the  executors  of  this  will 
were  John  Kagy  and  Jacob  Garber.  This  will  was  probated  in 
Shenandoah  County,  Va,  on  October  12,  1812;  thus  indicating 
that  he  died  the  year  the  will  was  made  and  also  it  appears  from 
the  records  that  in  the  -settlement  of  the  estate  of  Abrahan  that 
John  Koonze  was  appointed  guardian  for  the  three  minor  heirs, 
Solomon,  Martin  and  Samuel  D.  and  that  they  were  paid  their  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  estate  in  the  final  settlement  thereof."

The  following  was  part  of  a  letter  written  me  by  John  A.  Sherfey 
concerning  the  early  life  of  his  father —  HES 

"At  the  age  of  16  my  father  decided  to  go  west,  having  a  sister  in 
Arkansas*  At  that  tine  there  were  no  railroads  in  this  end  of  the 
state  nearer  than  Bulls  Gap  so  ho  set  out  on  foot.  Having  but  lit¬ 
tle  money,  he  worked  at  several  places  as  he  went  along.  He  finally 
arrived  at  Memphis .  The  last  40  miles  to  where  his  sister  lived  was 
almost  like  a  jungle  and  he  walked  this  distance.  In  a  short  while 
the  war  began  and  he,  being  a  Union  sympathizer,  had  to  leave  that 
rebol  country  in  a  hurry.  Ho  was  captured  and  accused  of  being  a 
Union  spy.  A  scout  of  General  Grant  was  in  camp  and  heard  of  my 
fathers  case*  He  had  fathers  name  listed  as  one  of  the  prisoners 
to  bo  exchanged.  From  then  on  he  was  in  the  Union  Army*  He  had 
four  years  of  service  through  the  mid-western  states,  serving  in 
three  different  regiments.  He  was  discharged  at  the  end  of  the  war 
as  2nd  Lieutenant  of  the  3rd  Colored  Cavalry."

After  Maria  Sherfy  narried  Nicholas  Onstott  they  lived  in  Cunber- 
land  County,  Pennsylvania  where  George,  father  of  Nicholas,  owned 
some  land.  George  and  family  had  moved  to  Washington  County  about 
1782  but  it  seems  Nicholas  remained  in  Cumberland  County  until  aftor 
he  married  and  then  also  went  to  Washington  County  where  his  father 
owned  land.  George  served  as  a  Private  1st  Class  in  the  Revolution, 
1777—1783.  Nicholas  served  in  the  Pennsylvania  Militia  from  1790— 
1800,  so  at  least  his  first  seven  children  were  bom  in  Pennsylvania, 
They  owned  land  in  LaRue  County,  Kentucky  near  Hodginsvillo  so  they 
probably  moved  there  from  Pennsylvania.  Nicholas  died  and  was  bur¬ 
ied  here  in  1829.  About  this  time  there  seemed  to  be  an  exodus  of 
of  the  Onstott  family  to  Illinois.  However,  George  went  to  Ne¬ 
braska  and  John  went  to  Arkansas.  David  and  Levi  went  to  Missouri. 
William  was  the  only  one  to  remain  in  Kentucky.  Katherine,  Abra¬ 
ham,  Henry,  Elizabeth  and  Mary  went  to  Illinois  and  eventually  all 
got  to  DeWitt  County.  Maria  is  buried  in  Now  Salem,  Illinois.

Jacob  and  Catharine  resided  on  a  farm  two  and  a  half  miles  south¬ 
west  of  Gettysburg,  Adams  County,  Pa.  on  the  road  to  Emraetsburg. 

Here  all  their  children  were  born.  Jacob  and  Catharine  died  on 
their  farm  and  were  buried  in  the  Pine  Bank  Cemetery,  four  miles 
south  of  Gettysburg  and  near  their  homo.  Two  of  their  children, 
Daniel  and  Marie,  are  buried  by  them  in  the  same  lot.  In  the  old 
Pine  Bank  Cemetery  record  Daniel  and  Marie  are  listed  as  Daniel 
Sherfich  and  Marie  Sherfich. 

The  home  of  Jacob  and  Catharine  was  constructed  of  large  brown 
atones.  He  built  it  and  occupied  it  until  his  death.  It  required 
250  wagon  loads  of  stone  to  build  the  three  story,  fourteen  room 
home.  During  the  Civil  War,  a  cannon  ball  was  shot  into  the  house, 
stopping  against  the  north  wall  of  the  hall,  causing  it  to  bulge. 

It  remained  in  this  condition,  getting  worse,  until  about  1945  when 
a  portion  of  the  wall  collapsed.  It  was  repaired  and  the  house  was 
occupied  as  a  homo  as  late  as  1947.  The  front  of  the  house  faces 
the  east.  Three  hundred  and  forty  wagon  loads  of  stene  were  used 
in  the  construction  of  the  barn.  About  1938  a  cyclone  wrecked  the 
hugo  barn,  leaving  the  thick  stone  walls  standing.  Since  the  Civil 
War  Jacob’s  old  home  has  been  known  as  the  Hose  House.  It  was 
owned  during  the  war  by  the  Hose  family.  The  barn  stood  between  the 
house  and  the  Emmettsburg  road.  This  Rose  House  is  at  the  south 
edge  of  the  battlefield.

The  Sherfy  Farm  now  so  prominent  in  history  at  one  time  embraced 
embraced  within  its  limits  the  famous  Little  Round  Top,  The  Devils 
Den,  The  Wheat  Field,  Plumb  Run  and  the  Peach  Orchard.  Rev.  Joseph 
Sherfy,  8th  son  of  Jacob,  occupied  a  part  of  the  original  farm  at 
tho  time  of  the  Gettysburg  Battle. 

Tho  picture  to  the  right,  page  196,  of  Jacob’s  old  home  was  teken 
by  Chalmers  Sherfcy  Brumbaugh  of  Baltimore.  His  wife  is  on  the 
'  loft  and  Mr3  Gertrude  Pfeffer  of  Gettysburg  is  on  the  right.  He 
and  Gertrude  are  1st  cousins  and  great  great  grand  children  of  Casper 
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Home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jacob  Sherfy  (known  as  the  “Rose  House”) 


DEATH  OF  DANIEL 


Referring  to  the  death  of  Jacob  end  Catharine's  first  born,  Daniel,  tra¬ 
dition  has  handed  down  the  following:  "When  this  child  was  about  six  years 
old  his  father  and  one  of  his  hired  men  were  plowing  in  a  field  near  the  house 
one  day.  At  noon  they  were  called  to  dinner  and  Daniel  was  placed  upon  one  of 
the  horses.  After  being  unhitched  from  the  plow,  the  horse  started  at  a  fast 
pace  and  the  boy  fell  catching  his  foot  in  the  harness.  This  frightened  it 
and  as  it  ran  up  the  lane  toward  the  house  the  boy's  head  and  body  came  in 
contact  with  a  row  of  trees  along  the  lane.  Catharine,  hearing  the  agonized 
crys  of  Jacob,  ran  and  caught  the  horse  and  loosed  the  lifeless  body  of  Daniel. 
Jacob  then  realized  the  force  of  a  premonition  which  he  had  had  that  morning 
and  which  ho  could  not  banish  from  his  mind.  It  was  this:  On  that  morning 
the  thought  come  into  his  mind,  'if  one  of  his  children  had  to  be  taken  which 
one  would  he  give  up.'  As  an  affectionate  father  he  could  not  decide,  nor 
could  he  banish  the  thought  from  his  mind.  Ho  was  a  Christian  and  his  trusted 
'watchers 1  told  him  in  the  spirit  that  one  of  his  littlo  ones  would  be  taken. 

It  is  stated  he  never  forgot  the  force  of  that  presentment  and  he  often  refer¬ 
red  to  it  during  his  life." 


"Catharine  Bosserman  Sherfys  mother's  maiden  name  was  Dierdorff  and 
some  of  the  descendants  of  that  family  still  reside  near  Gettysburg  and  are 
pleased  to  claim  relationship  to  the  descendants  of  Jacob  and  Catharine 
Shorfy.

Samuel  probably  came  to  Indiana  about  1840  as  he  purchased  a  farm 
in  Putnam  County,  west  of  Cloverdale,  February  16,  1841.  He  was 
born  in  Pennsylvania  and  Anna  was  born  in  Virginia.  In  1353 ,  March 
12,  he  purchased  a  farm  in  Monroe  County.  He  resided  on  south  Col¬ 
lege  Ave.  in  Bloomington  before  going  to  the  farm.  This  farm  was 
two  and  one-half  miles  southwest  of  Bloomington  on  the  Stanford 
Piko.  He  and  Anna  lived  and  died  here.  After  Anna’s  death  Samuel 
and  his  two  sons,  James  and  Joseph,  lived  alone  until  Joseph  married 
in  1885*  Joseph  and  wife  lived  here  until  his  death,  after  which, 
Samuel  lived  alone  until  his  death.  Anna  was  a  near  relativo  of  the 
former  Governor  Dinwiddie  of  Virginia.  Her  ancestors  came  from 
Scotland  and  the  name  was  originally  Punwoody.  Samuel  and  Anna, 
James,  Samuel  A.  J.,  Lewis,  and  Joseph  and  wife  are  all  buried  in 
the  Sherfey  lot  in  Rosehill  Cemetery  in  Bloomington.  Samuel  and 
Anna’s  pictures  are  on  page  202.  For  many  years  a  one-room  brick 

school  stood  in  the  northwest  corner  of  Samuel’s  farm  and  was  known 
as  the  Sherfey  School  House,  now  enlarged,  itis  Perry  TS  school.

Joseph  was  a  German  Baptist  Brethren  Minister.  His  old  hone  is  now 
a  modern  residence.  It  is  known  as  the  Sherfy  House  and  an  iron 
marker  bearing  that  inscription  stands  in  front  of  the  house  out¬ 
side  the  fence.  During  the  Civil  War,  the  house  was  used  by  the 
Confederates  for  a  short  time  to  house  some  of  their  wounded. 

Tho  old  barn,  south  and  back  of  the  house,  was  used  to  house  the 
Union  prisoners.  It  caught  fire  and  burned  and  the  prisoners 
perished.  The  northwest  corner  of  the  house  was  damaged  by  a 
cannon  ball  during  the  battle  but  was  repaired  by  Joseph  later 
and  the  front  porch  was  added  as  wa3  the  second  story  in  the  rear. 

A  cannon  ball  lodged  in  the  trunk  of  a  cherry  tree  just  north  of 
the  house  and  when  the  tree  was  cut  off  above  the  ball  a  shelter 
was  constructed  over  the  remaining  part.  Across  the  highway  from 
the  house  and  to  the  right,  across  a  lane,  stand  three  granito 
markers.  The  Sherfy  Farm  is  mentioned  on  one  of  them.  Joseph's 
farm  was  a  part  of  his  father's  farm,  the  Jacob  Sherfy  farm.  Tho 
doors  and  windows  in  the  interior  of  the  house  show  scars  froo  be¬ 
ing  hit  by  bullets  during  the  battle. 

Tho  following  is  from  an  article,  HISTORIAN  WRITES  OF  PLACE  of  PEACH 
ORCHARD  IN  CIVIL  WAR,  written  by  William  C.  Storrick  of  Gettysburg 
just  before  tho  75th  anniversary  of  the  Battle  of  Gettysburg,  1938: 

" . THE  PEACH  ORCHARD  (Sherfy  Farm)  This  place  is  lo¬ 

cated  at  the  intersection  of  the  Emmotsburg  and  Wheatfield  roads, 
about  two  mile 3  southwest  of  the  town.  On  the  afternoons  of  the 
2nd  and  3rd  days  of  the  battle  it  was  the  scene  of  bloody  conflicts 
botvrcen  Meade's  forces  from  tho  front  or  cast  and  Lee's  army  from 
tho  wGst  of  the  buildings. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  do  not  understand  or  know  tho  estent 
of  tho  Poach  orchard — which  is  a  thing  of  the  past  so  far  as  trees 
aro  concerned — it  will  be  stated  that  the  old  or  bearing  orchard 
at  tho  time  of  the  battle  covered  a  field  of  about  four  acres  200 
yards  south  of  the  Sherfy  buildings  at  the  intersection  of  the 
Wheatfield  and  Emmotsburg  roads.  In  addition  to  the  old  orchard, 
the  year  before  the  battle  a  young  orchard  covering  about  six 
acres  had  been  planted  east  of  tho  buildings  on  what  is  now  known 
as  Excelsior  field.  During  the  battlo  both  orchards  were  ruined 
and  almost  destroyed.  Of  the  new  orchard  only  114  trees  were  left 
undamaged.  ThG  young  orchard  was  reset  and  after  it  came  into  bear¬ 
ing  the  fruit  along  with  what  was  left  in  the.  old  orchard  was  pre¬ 
served  by  canning  by  tho  Shdrfv  family.  On  account  of  its  quality

and  the  caro  in  the  process  of  canning,  tho  Sherfy  brend  of  peaches  found  a 
ready  sale.  After  tho  death  of  the  owner  this  business  was  discontinued,  and 
as  already  stated,  tho  orchards  became  a  thing  of  the  past.  (Mrs.  Gertrude 
Shorfv  Pfcffor,  Gettysburg,  who  furnished  thi3  article ;  has  a  can  of  peaches 
from  her  grandfather’s  orchard,  canned  after  the  battlo.) 

THE  SHERFY  FAMILY  At  the  time  of  the  battle  tho  Sherfy  family  consisted  of 
the  fathor,  the  Rov.  Joseph  Sherfy,  who  was  a  minister  in  tho  Church  of  the 
Brothrcn,  his  wifo,  her  mother,  Mrs  Catherine  Heagon,  and  three  sons  and  three 
daughters.  Of  those,  two  arc  still  living,  namely:  Mrs.  Anna  Brumbaugh,  a 
resident  of  Denton,  Maryland,  and  Mrs  Otclia  Horeter,  a  well  known  and  highly 
respected  citizen  of "Gettysburg,  who  at  tho  age  of  89  years  is  active  and  in 
tho  possession  of  on  excellent  memory.  The  writer  is  indebted  to  Mrs.  Hereter 
for  much  interesting  data  relative  to  her  old  home  before  and  after  tho  battle 
She  hoard  Lincoln  at  Gettysburg,  Tho  Sherfy  family  was  well  known  for  its 
hospitality  and  social  relations. 

LEAVE  THE  OLD  HOME  On  account  of  threatening  conditions  of  impending  danger, 
tho  children  left  the  old  home  on  the  first  day  for  safer  environments;  the 
fathor,  the  mother  and  grandmother  Heagen  remained  until  10:30  A.M.  of  the 
2nd  day,  when  they  left  end  joined  the  children  at  tho  John  Tro3tle  farm  south 
oast  of  tho  Round  tops,  but,  as  conditions  thcro  were  considered  unsafe,  they 
wont  farther  south  to  about  four  milos  from  Littlostown  whore  they  remained 
until  Tuesday,  July  6,  when  Rev.  Joseph  and  son  Raphael  returned  to  their  old 
homo.  Tho  rest  of  the  family  returned  on  July  7.  On  the  morning  of  the  2nd 
day  there  was  consider able  pickett  firing  between  the  opposing  lines  of  battle 
At  this  timo  the  Sherfy  homo  was  about  midway  between.  A  minie  ball  fired 
from  the  Confederate  side  on  the  west  struck  the  board  fenco  end  at  this  timo 
grandmothor  Heagen  had  a  thrilling  experionco  while  standing  near  the  fence. 
The  ball  after  passing  through  a  board  of  tho  fence  passed  through  a  fold  of 
her  dross  and  having  spent  its  force  dropped  to  the  ground  near  where  she  was 
standing,  she  picked  it  up  and  it  is  now  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Heroter, 
her  granddaughter,  who  prizes  it  highly,  as  well  she  may. 

THE  RETURN  to  THE  OID  HOME  On  returning  to  their  old  home ,  the  Sherfy  family 
witnessed  a  sceno  of  destruction  and  desolation.  The  barn  was  in  ashes;  the 
house,  while  still  standing,  was  riddled  with  shot  and  shell;  the  fencing  was 
down  and  much  of  it  gone,  and  the  shrubbery  and  peach  trees  wero  nearly  all 
destroyed.  Tho  barn  which  had  been  used  by  the  Confederate  sharpshooters  on 
tho  third  day  was  set  ablaze  by  tho  artillery  fire  from  the  Union  lines,  driv¬ 
ing  out  tho  Confederates.  In  tho  ashes  of  tho  barn  the  charred  bodies  of  14 
men  were  found  who  had  boon  woundod  and  had  taken  refuge  there.  Tho  dead,  and 
thcro  were  many,  had  all  been  buried  and  the  woundod  had  been  removed  to  the 
corps  hospitals.  But,  not  vi chs tending  these  discouraging  conditions  tho  fam¬ 
ily  went  to  work  and  in  the  course  of  time  the  old  home  was  restored  to  a 
semblance  of  its  former  condition . .  •  •  •  " 

Mr.  Storrick's  son,  Norman,  married  a  great  grandaughter  of  Mrs.  Heagen,  the 
mother  of  Rev.  Joseph  Sherfy' s  wife. 

In  the  Indiana  State  Library  in  Indianapolis  is  a  bock — "Gettysburg  and  Lin¬ 
coln"  by  Henry  Sweetser  Burrage.  On  page  36  is  a  picture  of  tho  Sherfy 
Peach  Orchard  in  the  distance.  Tho  south  gablo  and  chimney  of  tho  "Sherfy 
Houso"  is  seen  at  tho  loft.  What  is  now  tho  paved  highway  to  Emmitsburg,  ap¬ 
pears  in  tho  picture  tobc  only  a  country  lane  with  a  rail  fence  on  each  side. 
Another  book,  "Gettysburg  Then  and  Now"  by  J.  M.  Vandcrslico ,  has  on  page  208 
a  picture  of  a  monument  on  which  is  a  soldier  with  a  gun.  Beneath  the  picturc- 
ia  tho  inscription,  "Monument  in  Sherfy' s  Yard."  A  pamphlet,  Tho  Peach  Ore her 
Gottysburg — An  Appeal,  has  several  maps,  pagos  9 — 15  showing  tho  location 
of  tho  Sherfy  Home,  the  Peach  Orchard  and  other  historic  placos.  HES

MAJOR  SHERFEY  WAS  RESPONSIBLE  FOR  FAMOUS  OLD  REVIVAL  HYMN 

The  fine  old  gospel  song,  "Hold  the  fort,  for  I’m  coming,”  is  familiar  to 
many  persons  living  in  Putnam  County,  particularly  to  the  older  folks,  who 
remember  it  in  connection  with  prayer  meetings  and  revivals.  But  that  a 
Greeneastle  man,  a  soldier  in  the  Union  army  in  the  Civil  War,  was  the  signal 
man  who  transmitted  the  message  from  General  William  T.  Sherman  to  General 
John  M,  Corse,  from  the  summit  of  Kennesaw  Mountain,  not  far  from  Atlanta,  Ga. , 
mode  possible  the  theme  of  the  old  song,  is  not  known  to  many  people  these  days. 

The  Greeneastle  man  who  was  so  important  in  the  saving  of  General  Sherman’s 
million  rations  on  which  he  depended  to  sustain  his  army  on  its  memorable 
march  from  Atlanta  to  the  sea,  was  Major  William  H.  Sherfey,  This  blue-coat¬ 
ed  signal  corps  commanding  officer,  who  went  unscathed  through  many  of  the 
bloodiest  battles  of  the  Cival  War,  met  a  tragic  death  here  in  Greeneastle, 

June  29,  1877,  when  a  brick  side  wall  of  Higgert’s  saloon,  then  standing  on 
the  northwest  corner  of  the  court  house  square,  fell  on  him  as  he  was  attempt¬ 
ing  to  stay  the  spread  of  a  fire  which  had  destroyed  Hanna  &  Black’s  livery 
stable,  next  door  north,  and  was  endangering  the  brick  structure  occupied  by 
the  saloon. 

Major  Sherfey,  when  a  student  in  Asbury  University,  enlisted  in  the  famous  A s- 
bury  Guards,  composed  of  Indiana  Asbury  Students,  and  from  which  company  70 
men  were  taken  to  be  commissioned  officers  in  various  regiments,  during  the 
course  of  the  war.  He  entered  the  service  as  a  private,  but  was  detailed  to 
the  signal  corps  on  January  25,  1863,  by  Colonel  John  A,  McDowell.  He  quick¬ 
ly  advanced  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  then  captain,  and  finally  major. 

The  records  of  the  signal  office  of  the  army  at  Washington,  contain  such 
notices  as  these — 

”Capt,  0.  H.  Howard  makes  honorable  mention  of  Lieut.  Sherfey  for  his  effi¬ 
ciency  and  gallantry. n 

Major  General  John  A.  Logan,  in  a  communication  addressed  to  the  Hon,  E.  M. 
Stanton,  secretary  of  War,  said:  "I  have  the  honor  to  recommend  Lt.  Wn. 

Henry  Sherfey  for.  promotion  to  the  rank  of  captain  .  .  •  .  .  He  was  in  the 
campaign  through  South  Cr-rolina,  just  ended,  behaved  on  all  occasions  in  a 
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(continued  from  page  2?G) 

very  gallant  manner,  capturing  at  times  many  prisoners  with  his  small  detach¬ 
ment  of  fourteen  men.  At  the  battle  of  Bonnet  bailie  ho  captured  five  offic¬ 
ers  ani  sixty  men  with  cmy  uhree  men  to  assise  him.'1 

But,  contained  in  an  editorial  in  the  Terre  Haute  Express  soon  after  his 
death,  was  the  story  of  the  particular  achievement  of  Lieut.  Sherfey  which 
actuated  Bliss,  the  gospel  hymn  writer,  to  compose  ’’Hold  the  fort,  for  I'm 
Coining 

"W<  H,  Sherfey,  of  Greene as tie,  who  was  killed  by  a  falling  wall  during  the 
progress  of  a  fire  in  that  place  Sunday,"  said  the  Express  writer,  "was  promi¬ 
nently  connected  with  one  of  the  most  striking  and  important  incidents  of  our 
Civil  War," 

nIt  was  General  Hood’s  design  to  destroy  Sherman’s  railroad  communication  be- 
Atlanta  and  Chattanooga  and  also  his  great  depot  of  supplies  at  Allatoona 
Pass." 

”At  Allatoona  was  a  million  rations,  the  bulk  of  the  provisions  of  Sherman’s 
army  and  without  those  supplies  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  Sherman  to 
march  to  the  sea,” 

’’Allatoona  was  defended  by  a  garrison  of  800  men  under  Lieut,  Col,  Tuortellott 
Sherman’s  only  hope  of  saving  Allatoona  and  the  rations  was  to  have  General 
John  M*  Corse’s  brigade  at  Romo,  on  the  railroad  north  of  Allatoona,  cone  to 
aid  of  Tourtellotte." 

”His  only  means  of  communicating  with  Allatoona  was  by  the  use  of  the  signal 
corps  station  on  Kennesaw  Mountain.  Mr,  Sherfey  was  the  officer  in  charge  of 
the  station," 

"Sherman,  in  his  great  anxiety,  went  to  Sherfey  himself  and  Sherfey  succeeded 
in  communicating  with  Allatoona,  more  than  15  miles  away,  over  the  army  of 
Hood  which  was  in  the  valley  between  the  two  points.  The  orders  were  success¬ 
fully  transmitted  to  Corse  and  he  arrived  barely  in  time  to  save  Allatoona,  in 
one  of  the  most  stubborn  and  memorable  contests  of  the  war.  With  less  than 
2,000  men,  Corse  defeated  the  division  of  Gen,  French,  whose  loss  was  more 
than  the  entire  force  under  Corse.  When  Corse  signalled  back:  "I  am  short  a 
check-bono  and  an  ear,  but  an  able  to  whip  all  hell  yet .’" 

"However,  it  is  learned  from  other  sources,  that  Corse  was  near  defeat  by  the 
superior  force  under  General  French,  end  he,  in  turn,  called  for  help  from 
General  Sherman,  It  was  then,  according  to  tradition,  that  Sherman,  through 
Major  Sherfey,  signalled  to  General  Corso  "Hold  the  fort;  I  cm  coming." 

If  Sherfey  had  failed  to  get  the  message  through,  General  French  would  have 
overcome  the  troops  guarding  the  stores  at  Allatoona  and  Sherman's  famous 
march  to  the  sea  would  not  have  been  possible.  It  was  the  crisis  of  Sherman's 
groat  military  career.  Ho  mentioned  Sherfey  gratefully  in  his  official  re¬ 
port  of  the  affair  as  "The  faithful  signal  officer  by  ry  side,"

Edna  Sherfey  Crump,  sent  me  a  copy  of  the  paper.  An  elderly  friend  of  mine 
who  was  also  a  friend  of  the  Greencastle  Sherfeys  said  W.  H.  Sherfey  left  ser- 
vices  at  the  old  College  Ave.

William  Emory  was  a  prominent  and  well-to-do  business  man  of  Council 
Grove  for  many  years.  Descendants  of  Casper  Shorfig  owe  him  a  great 
debt  of  gratitude  and  respect  for  his  untiring  efforts  in  time  and 
money  spent  in  gathering  data  for  the  compilation  of  the  original 
SHERFEY  RECORD.  Ho  gave  copies  to  many  of  the  Sherfeys. 


William  Emory  was  born  at  Boonsborough,  Maryland.  He  and  Johanna 
lived  successively  in  Burlington,  Iowa;  Bloomington,  Ill,,  Everett, 
Wash.,  Council  Grove,  Kan.,  and  Manhatten,  Kan.  Just  prior  to  and 
during  the  war  between  the  States  he  was  enlisted  as  an  Indian 
fighter  in  Colorado,  Utah,  Arizona,  New  Mexico,  Wyoming  etc.  Ho 
was  regularly  enlisted  with  the  Federal  troops  and  was  never  dis¬ 
charged  as  the  records  of  this  cavalry  command  were  destroyed  ac¬ 
cidently  at  about  the  time  this  unit  was  disbanded.  Ho  was  a  mer¬ 
chant  up  to  the  time  he  retired  at  Council  Grove,  Kansas  about  1904. 
About  1909  he  sold  his  homo  and  went  to  Manhatten,  Kansas  to  live 
with  his  youngest  daughter,  Anna  Sherfey  Best.  He  and  Johanna  ore 
buried  in  Manhatten.

Charlcs  Wesley  end  Ireno,  and  son  Enory,  are  buried  in  Nebraska 
City.  Charles  W.  died  from  cancer  on  one  of  his  wrists.  Enory 
never  married  and  after  his  mother’s  death  lived  alone  in  the  large 
old  family  home  in  Grcggsport  at  the  edge  of  town.  He  was  almost 
blind  a  few  years  before  he  died.  He  was  a  Methodist  and  very  gen¬ 
erous  in  his  contributions  to  his  church. 

The  following  is  from  a  clipping  from  the  Nebraska  City  paper  at  the 
time  of  Emory’s  death:  "Charles  Wesley  Sherfey  (Professor  Sherfey) 
graduated  from  what  is  now  DePauw  University,  Greencastle,  Indiana 
after  his  parents  moved  there  from  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania.  Ho 
specialized  in  the  law,  wont  East  to  complete  his  training  and  came 
to  the  Trans-Jissouri  country  tho  year  following  passage  of  the  Kan- 
sas-Nebraska  Bill, 

Tho  law  did  not  look  quite  so  promising  as  newspapering ,  so  in  tho 
spring  of  1857  he  started  the  Platte  Valley  Times  at  Plattsmouth. 

The  worst  panic  in  our  history  up  to  that  time  struck  with  tremend¬ 
ous  force  and  the  newspaper  became  a  fc usual ty.  The  next  spring  he 
came  to  Nebraska  City  and  with  the  late  Joseph  Lamaster,  whose  sen, 
Hugh,  later  became  a  Nebraska  political  figure,  founded  the  People’s 
Press,  now  an  integral  part  of  the  News-Press. 

Mr.  Sherfey  was.  prepared  to  leave  newspapering  for  teaching  in  the 
spring  of  i860  just  Before  the  Great  Fire  wiped  out  every  business 
house  in  tho  frontier  town,  including  the  Press  and  the  News,  No¬ 
thing  daunted,  Lamaster  continued  a3  editor,  and  the  Maryland-born 
man  took  up  teaching.  The  record  sho W3  he  occupied  a  post  in  the 
local  schools  steadily  until  1879. 

The  imposing  house  atop  Grcggsport  Hill  where  his  son  Emory’s  life¬ 
less  body  was  found  Tuesday  night  was  built  in  1877.  It  occupies 
a  generous  expanse  of  ground  and  people  who  have  an  eye  for  archi¬ 
tecture  and  surroundings  long  have  admired  it.

The  following  is  from  the  Brazil  paper  at  the  time  of  Winfield’s 
death:  Winfield  Elliott  Sherfey,  proprietor  of  two  furniture  stores 
in  Brazil,  and  member  of  a  pioneer  family  of  Brazil  merchants,  pass¬ 
ed  away  in  his  sleep  at  his  home  at  8:30  a.m.  February  21,  1948. 

Mr.  Shorfey  was  born. at  the  old  Sherfey  home  on  east  Ridge  St.  and 
reared  in  the  Sherfey  home  on  south  Sherfey  St. ,  now  occupied  by 
the  American  Legion  Post.  He  attended  common  schools  in  Brazil  and 
the  Friends  Bloomingdale  Academy  at  Bloomingdale ,  the  DePauw  Uni¬ 
versity  preparatory  school  and  Purdue  University.  At  DePauw  he  was 
affiliated  with  the  SigmaChi  college  fraternity.  He  spent  much  tine 
on  his  mother’s  farms  near  Bainbridge,  being  interested  in  agricul¬ 
ture,  and  prepared  himself  for  that  vocation  at  Purdue.  He  spent 
some  time  on  the  farms  before  returning  to  Brazil  to  be  associated 
with  his  father  in  the  Sherfey  &  Kidd  Furniture  Store,  where  he  con¬ 
tinued  for  many  years.  Except  for  a  brief  period  in  Terre  Haute  he 
has  since  been  in  business  for  himself  in  the  W.  E.  Sherfey  Furniture 
Stores.  Mr.  Sherfey  was  charter  member  of  the  Brazil  Lodge  of  Elks 
although  he  has  been  inactive  for  many  years  and  was  a  member  of  the 
First  Churchof  Christ,  Scientist.  Mr.  Sherfey  was  held  in  high  re¬ 
gard  as  a  business  man,  reputed  for  his  honesty  in  his  dealings,  his 
kindly  nature  toward  his  family  and  his  courteous  treatment  of  all 
his  customers  and  friends.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Brazil  Chamber  cf 
Commerce.

She  is  with  a  Now  York  City  Hospital.  Joseph  is  a  student  at  Indiana 
University,  Bloomington,  and  William  is  attending  Indiana  State

Elizabeth  is  buried  in  the  second  grave  to  the  right  of  her  mother, 
in  Pipe  Creek  Cemetery,  near  New  Windsor  and  Westminster,  Maryland. 
There  is  a  very  small  stone  that  marks  the  space  betweon  Magdalena 
and  Elizabeth.  On  the  back  of  this  small  stone  are  the  initials 
R.  H.  There  is  a  vacant  space  on  the  left  of  Magdalena  which  is 
supposed  to  be  Casper's  grave.  Jacob  is  buried  to  the  right  of 
Elizabeth.  The  following  is  inscribed  on  Elizabeth's  stone: 
Elizabeth  Corroll,  died  October  17th  1849 — age  74  years,  2  months, 
18  days.  On  Jacob's  stone  is  the  following:  Jacob  Correll — died 
March  23rd  1841 — age  84  years,  5  months  and  27  days.
